Buyout Could Be As 
Much As $70 Billion

Hartford-based Aetna Inc. declined 
comment Friday on a report that the 
health insurer is working toward a $70 
billion merger with pharmacy benefits 
manager CVS Health Corp and a deal 
could be announced as early as Decem- 
ber. 

Reuters, citing unnamed sources, re- 
ported that the deal probably will value 
Aetna at significantly more than $200 a 
share, adding that an exact price will be 
hammered out in the coming days. 

A week ago, reports surfaced that CVS 
was pursuing a buyout of Aetna, which 
earlier this year was rebuffed by govern- 
ment regulators in a bid to purchase rival 
Humana. Aetna saw the Humana deal as 
a way to expand its presence in the 
lucrative Medicare Advantage business 
but regulators saw the threat of stifling 
competition.

Blasts Hartford 
HealthCare Network

The union representing tens of thou- 
sands of state employees blasted Hart- 
ford HealthCare Friday, claiming the 
hospital network is using members and 
their health coverage as “pawns” in an 
effort to gain advantage in stalled 
contract talks with Anthem Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield over reimbursement 
rates for medical treatment. 

The bargaining coalition, representing 
more than 100,000 public employees, 
retirees and family members, accused 
Hartford HealthCare of pursuing unre- 
alistically high reimbursement rates and 
of rejecting a short-term compromise 
that would have guaranteed uninter- 
rupted health coverage for tens of 
thousands of patients while a new 
contract is pursued.

WETHERSFIELD — Noah Hendron, 
18, was unloading a revolver, bragging that 
he just bought it, when he slid a round in 
the cylinder, pointed it at a 16-year-old 
former Wethersfield High schoolmate 
Thursday night and fired a fatal shot, a 
witness told investigators. Hendron is 


charged with murder. 

Wethersfield Mayor Paul F. Montinieri 
identified the slain teen as 16-year-old 
Vincent Basile. Basile was a junior at 
Wethersfield High School; Hendron is a 
2017 graduate, officials said. 

According to police, a witness told them 
Hendron had been sliding bullets in and 
out of the weapon before he put a single 
round in the cylinder, pointed it at Basile 
and shot him in the head. The gun was 
later found by officers in a storm drain 


outside the Alison Lane house where the 
shooting occurred with four live rounds in 
the cylinders and one spent casing, 
according to arrest documents in the case. 

Investigators are working to determine 
how Hendron acquired the weapon, 
which is illegal for someone his age to 
purchase or carry. 

Police charged Hendron, of Ridge Road 
in Wethersfield, with murder and crimi-
